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The  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary  presented 
their  report,  as  follows: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That  the  Seminary  was  re-opened  in  October  last,  in  the  Town  of  Spartanburg, 
in  the  eligible  building  generously  presented  to  the  Diocese  for  this  purpose,  by  a 
Layman  of  Charleston.  At  an  expenditure  of  $2,750,  this  building  has,  with  the 
exception  of  a  portion  not  needed  for  immediate  use,  been  put  in  excellent  repair, 
and  conveniently  arranged  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Students,  and  one  of  the 
Professors,  the  other  Professor  having  a  residence  provided  in  the  town.  It  con- 
sists of  a  centre  building,  the  interior  of  which  is  the  unfinished  portion,  and  two 
wings.  The  architecture  is  appropriate,  and  the  while  structure  attractive.  The 
Chapel  and  the  Recitation  Hall  and  Library,  which  are  disconnected  from  the  main 
edifice,  have  also  been  put  in  order^nd  neatly  furnished,  so  as  to  afford  appro- 
priate places  for  devotional  exercises,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  books  of  the 
Library,  and  for  recitations  and  lectures.  The  fences  have  been  repaired,  and  a 
garden  laid  out,  so  that  the  entire  premises  present  a  neat  and  becoming  appear- 
ance. The  money  expended  in  these  arrangements  was  a  portion  of  that  contri- 
buted by  generous  Christian  friends  in  some  of  the  Northern  Dioceses,  in  response 
to  the  appeal  of  the  Board  for  aid. 

The  number  of  the  students  is  seven,  who  have  been  carefully  instructed  by  out- 
valued Professors,  in  the  departments  of  Exegesis  and  Ecclesiastical  History,  and 
of  Systematic  Divinity,  Homiletics  and  Evidences  of  Christianity.  Our  beloved 
Bishop  has,  we  regret  to  say,  been  prevented,  by  the  enfeebled  state  of  his  health, 
from  giving  instruction  in  his  Department  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity;  but  he  hopes 
to  be  able  to  take  his  place  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  this  Convention,  and 
enter  upon  his  work.  We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go  into  detail  in  regard  to 
the  course  of  study ;  but  it  would  not  be  doing  justice  to  our  convictions,  if  Ave 
did  not  express  our  high  estimate  of  the  ability,  labor  and  judgment  which  have 
marked  the  efforts  of  the  Professors  to  prepare,  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  for 
their  holy  office,  the  candidates  committed  to  their  care,  and  which  have  earned 
for  them  the  confidence  and  affection  of  the  Diocese.  The  course  of  study  will 
compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  Seminary ;  and  the  comprehensive  character 
of  the  instruction  is  worthy  of  commendation.  In  addition  to  the  labours  of  the 
two  brethren  who  are  entrusted  with  this  important  work,  our  Church  owes  a 
debt  of  christian  gratitude  to  the  Rev.  Professor  Lester,  of  Woffbrd  College,  for 
his  very  kind  and  truly  valuable  services,  gratuitously  rendered,  in  instructing  our 
students  in  Hebrew;  for  which  we  would  express  our  thanks.  Without  attention 
in  this  department,  which  we  have  been  unable  ourselves  to  supply,  the  loss  of  the 
students  would  be  great. 

On  the  arrangement  of  the  remnant  of  the  Library,  rescued  from  the  fire  in 
Camden,  and  removed  through  the  liberal  aid  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Railroads 
•between  Camden  and  Spartanburg,  who  afforded  transportation  free  of  charge  on 
their  respective  roads,  it  has  been  found  that  our  stock  of  books  amounts  to  some 
1500  volumes  in  sets,  completed  from  broken  ones ;  besides  some  500  odd  volumes, 
and  several  duplicate  sets.  To  this  has  been  added  some  valuable  donations  from 
England,  which  are  a  pleasing  memento  of  the  kind  feelings  entertained  toward 
us  in  our  Mother  Church,  and  which  connect,  in  agreeable  association,  our  infant 
Seminary  with  the  venerable  names  of  Canterbury,  Oxford  and  Cambridge.    It  is 
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a  special  pleasure  to  express  our  appreciation  ol"  such  christian  sympathy  and  aid. 
Nor  can  we  forget  the  like  considerate  kindness  on  the  part  of  some  of  our  chris- 
tian brethren  in  the  Northern  States.  The  supply  of  books,  however,  especially  in 
recent  Theological  Text  Books,  and  volumes  of  reference  in  all  departments,  is 
very  inadequate,  and  the  limited  means  of  both  professors  and  students,  makes  it 
almost  impossible  for  them  to  supply  the  necessary  tools  for  their  work.  May  we 
not, then  remind  the  friends  of  this  Institution  that  there  is  no  department  of  this 
plan  for  training  the  Clergy  ot  the  Diocese  to  be  "able  ministers  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment," which  more  imperatively  appeals  to  them  for  aid. 

The  tinancial  condition  of  the  Seminary  will  appear  from  the  Report  of  the 
Treasurer,  herewith  submitted.  The  salaries  of  the  Professors  have  been  paid  up 
to  the  present  time,  but  this  has  been  accomplished  only  through  the  generous  aid 
afforded  in  response  to  the  appeal  of  the  Board  in  other  Dioceses,  through  their 
earnest  and  indefatigable  agent,  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  to  whom  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  return  their  thanks  for  his  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
Seminary,  when  at  great  sacrifice  to  himself  and  his  Parish,  he  visited  the  North 
at  our  request — but  for  the  measure  of  success  which,  through  God's  blessing, 
crowned' his  labour,  the  Seminary  would  not  be  in  existence  at  all. 

At  the  last  Convention  a  resolution  was  passed  that  we  would  raise  in  the  Dio- 
cese $4,000  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Institution;  and  upon  this  pledge  of  the 
representatives  of  the  several  congregations,  an  appeal  was  issued  by  the  Bishop, 
in  October,  when  the  exercises  were  commenced,  asking  contributions,  according 
to  a  fixed  ratio,  from  the  several  Parishes.  In  response  to  this,  about  $1,440  has 
been  received.  A  few  of  the  Churches  have  answered  liberally,  and  promise  to  do 
more  for  the  cause ;  but  a  great  many  have  contributed  nothing.  We  are  fully 
conscious  of  the  depressed  condition  of  our  Parishes,  especially  those  near  the 
seaboard ;'  but  we  cannot  but  continue,  in  the  name  of  our  Divine  Master,  to  call 
earnestly  for  aid  in  this  important  work.  If  the  ministry  of  our  Church  is  not 
recruited,  the  ranks  of  our  members  will  be  thinned;  and  if  that  ministry,  when  it 
is  enlarged,  is  not  soundly  instructed  in  the  "truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,"  and  in  such 
theological  learning  as  the  times  demand,  and  the  great  work  of  the  "Stewards  of 
God"  requires,  the  result  must  be  most? disastrous. 

Nor  would  we  be  doing  our  duty  to  the  Convention,  if  we  did  not  express  our 
conviction  of  the  need  of  another  Professor  to  supply  departments  which  were 
contemPrated  in  our  original  organization,  but  which  are  now  necessarily  neglected, 
through  the  pressure  upon  the  present  Professors,  This  need  can  only  be  supplied 
when  a  more  liberal  support  is  granted. 

In  conclusion,  we  commend  the  Seminary  to  your  sympathy  and  .prayers. 
Respectfully  submitted 
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The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  being 
in  order,  Messrs.  Glennie  arid  Pringle  declined  re-election,  and 
Rev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe  and  Mr.  Wm,  Whaley  were  nominated  in 
their  stead.  On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  they, 
together  with  Mr.  John  A.  Calhoun  and  Mr.  F.  P.  Elford,  Treasurer, 
were  elected  viva  voce. 

On  motion,  leave  being  granted  to  the  Board  of  Missions  to  the 
Coloured  People  and  Frecdmen,  they  presented  their  report,  as 
follows : 

The  Board  of  Missions  for  Coloured  People  (Frecdmen)  beg 
leave  respectfully  to 

REPORT : 

That  in  accordance  with  the  views  expressed  by  this  Convention,  they  organized 
immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  same,  and  at  once  entered  into  communica- 
tion with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Preedmen's  Commission  in  New  York,  appointed 
by  the  General  Convention  at  its  last  session,  expressing  our  desire  to  act  cordially 
with  them  in  advancing  the  spiritual  and  educational  welfare  of  the  Prcedmen.  They 
further  appointed  an  agent,  the  Rev.  J.  S#  Hanckel,  who,  with  earnest  diligence, 
visited  the  Parishes  in  the  lower  portions  of  the  Diocese,  and  collected  much  valuable 
information,  which  he  laid  before  us  in  a  report,  which  was  published  and  widely 
circulated — a  copy  of  the  same  is  herewith  submitted.  They  also  requested  a  member 
of  this  Board  to  present  to  the  Church  at  the  North  our  plans  and  desires  to  establish 
schools  in  this  city  and  throughout  the  Diocese.  The  result  of  our  efforts  so  far,  has 
been  the  securing  of  a  very  fine  building  in  this  city  for  a  school  house,  which  has 
been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  we  are  now  awaiting  the  benches  and  desks,  which 
have  been  ordered,  and  hope  to  have  the  necessary  appliances  for  a  fine  school  in'  a 
short  time.  Having  no  money,  and  feeling  keenly  the  impoverished  condition  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  we  have  not  deemed  it  wise  or  expedient  to  call  upon  the 
Church  here  for  assistance,  but'  through  the  kindness  of  brethren  at  the  North,  the 
considerate  assistance  of  Major-General  0.  O.  Howard,  and  a  donation  from  the  Presi 
dent  of  the  United  States,  who  gave  us  one  thousand  dollars  towards  this  object,  we 
have  secured  this  building.  Knowing  that  it  would  be  some  time  before  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  could  support  this  or  any  other  educational  institution,  we  have  asked 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Freedmen's  Commission,  in  New  York,  to  furnish  us  with 
the  funds  to  procure  teachers,  and,  for  many  reasons,  have  requested  them  to  appoint 
the  Superintendent  of  the  school,  we  nominating  several  assistants  from  among  our 
native  citizens  who  are  qualified,  and  who  have  applied  for  the  positions.  The  Freed- 
meu's  Commission  in  New  York  have  met  us  in  a  frank  and  fraternal  spirit,  and  have 
signified  their  intention  to  carry  out  our  wishes.  We  presume  they  are  now  endeavor- 
ing to  secure  the  teacher  and  the  funds  necessary  for  this  object,  and  we  only  await 
their  action  to  commence  our  exercises. 

We  deem  it  highly  important  for  the  interests  of  the  Church,  that  this  school  shall 
be  quite  equal  to  any  that  has  been,  or  may  be  established  here,  and  it  is  our  desire  to 
make  it  as  complete  as  we  can.  This  depends  entirely  upon  the  large-heartedness  and 
generosity  of  our  brethren  at  the  North,  whose  pecuniary  resources  are  not  curtailed 
or  destroyed  as  ours  have  been.  There  is  no  missionary  field  which  promises  greater 
or  more  immediate  results  than  this.  *We  have  no  fear  of  not  having  more  scholars 
than  we  can  for  some  time  accommodate,  and  with  diligent  instruction  in  all  the 
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branches  of  education  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  them,  and  the  influences  of  our 
holy  religion,  through  the  teachings  and  ministrations  of  the  Church,  we  feel  that  we 
cannot  engage  in  any  work  for  our  Divine  Master  which  will  do  more  good  to  the 
Church  and  the  State,  and  the  whole  country,  than  this  of  rearing  intelligent  chris- 
tian citizens,  who  will  learn  to  feel  and  appreciate  all  the  duties  and  Obligations 
which,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  have  been  imposed  upon  them.  We  have  deemed 
it  best  to  devote  our  efforts  to  this  one  object,  in  order  that  we  might  make  it  a  strong 
centre  from  which  to  radiate  to  the  other  sections  of  the  Diocese. 

We  are  persuaded  that  we  cannot  more  effectually  maintain  those'  kindly  relations 
with  the  rising  generation,  which  have  existed  and  still  exist  between  us  and  the 
parents  of  these  children,  than  by  giving  them  the  practical  evidence  of  our  good  will 
and  interest  in  providing  for  their  elevation  and  advancement — schools  of  the  first 
order,  where  not  only  the  mind  and  body,  but  the  immortal  soul,  shall  be  trained  in 
the  love  and  obedience  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  in  no  way  can  the  Church 
retain  its  hold  upon  our  coloured  population,  and  increase  and  extend  among  them, 
save  by  training  their  youth  in  her  calm  and  holy  ways.  We  desire  to  see  them  good 
and  happy  citizens,  and,  above  all,  holy  and  consistent  Christians,  and  are  persuaded 
that  the  Church  in  which  we  feel  our  spiritual  life  is  best  cultivated  and  developed, 
is,  in  every  way,  adapted  to  the  same  end  in  them.  But  we  feci,,  and  feel  deeply,  that, 
under  our  present  opportunities,  and  with  the  daily  influences  which  are  ripening  and 
spreading  .among  us,  and  to  which  they  are  subjected,  this  class  of  our  population 
is  in  danger  of  passing  away  from  what  we  hold  to  be  the  most  perfect  branch  of  the 
Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  in  this  land  ;  and  the  only  possible  way  by  which,  in 
the  future,  we  can  retain  them  in  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  as  this  Church 
holds  it,  is  to  commence  with  the  young.  Thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  money 
have  been  spent,  and  many  valuable  lives  havo  been  given  up  to  Africa,  and  the  most 
of  both  have  been  expended  in  this  way.  All  successful  missionary  efforts  have  recog- 
nized this  necessity,  the  Gospel  in  the  Church  taught  and  preached  in  our  schools. 
Should  we  be  backward  in  doing  the  same  work  in  our  midst  1  We  make  an  earnest 
appeal  to  the  brethren  everywhere  who  desire  to  see  the  Church  of  .their  convictions 
and  of  their  choice  maintaining  its  position  among  this  large  portion  of  our  population, 
to  assist  liberally  and  at  once  in  this  work,  which  we  are  willing  to  do,  but  have  not 
the  means  at  our  command  to  do  it  with.  The  want  of  funds  has  prevented  us  from 
organizing  any  mission,  and  we  have  been  compelled  to  leave  to  each  Parish  Minister 
to  do  what  he  could  as  the  door  has  opened  to  him  in  his  field  of  labor.  And  to  their 
reports  we  must  refer  the  Convention  for  further  information  on  the  subject.  Hoping 
that  the  Board  of  the  next  year  will  be  more  abundant  in  labours  and  more  fruitful  in 
results,  we  beg  to  submit  this  report  for  the  information  of  the  Church.

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'prescribe,"  at  the  end,  the  words,  •  All  counsel  must  be  Communicants* of  the 
Church.''  And  thlt  Section  8th  )>e  amended,  by  inserting  in  4th  line,  the  words,  "but 
Di  cases  in  which  the  accused  is.  found  guilty  of  gross  immorality,  the  sentence  shall 
be  degradation." 

The  Cljfcir  appointed  Rev.  C.  I*.  Gadsden,  P.  Trapier,  and  C.  C. 
Pinckney,  and  Messrs.  E.  McCrady  and  H.  D.  Losesne  the  Com- 
mittee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  P.  Trapier,  D.  D.,  the  following  resolution 
was  referred  to  the  same  Committee:

The  Finance  Committee  presented  their  report,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully 

REPORT : 

That  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the.  "Bishop's  Permanent  Fund"  has 
been  carefully  considered,  and  they  regret  to  state  that  the  deficit  in  the  amount 
needed  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  for  1866,  which  was  provided  for  by  an  assess 
ment  of  the  several  Churches  of  the  Diocese,  has  not  been  made  up,  in  consequence  of 
a  number  of  the  Churches  not  paying  their  quotas—  the  whole  assessment  was  $1,200. 
of  this  but  $365  was  received  up  to  the  31st  December,  1866,  leaving  #835  unpaid. 

The  Bishop  was  paid  only  $3,263.33,  leaving  $736.67  of  his  salary  unpaid.  Had  the 
Churches  that  are  delinquent  paid  their  quotas,  the  whole  amount  of  the  salary  would 
have  been  paid.

Making  the  income  of  1867   $1,410  47 

Showing  a  deficit  of  $2,580.53 ;  this  may  be  lessened  by  the  delinquent  Churches 
paying  their  quotas  of  last  year.  We  are  informed  by  the  Treasurer  that  several  have 
paid  since  making  up  his  report,  but  not  a  sufficient  amount  to  affect  materially  this 
estimate.  From  the  first  of  January  next  a  larger  amount  of  interest  will  be  received, 
as  the  State  and  Railroads  commence  paying  interest  at  that  time  on  the  Bonds  held 
for  this  fund.  By  using  a  portion  of  the  interest  payable  on  1st  January,  and  assess 
ing  the  Churches,  we  hope  the  salary  for  this  year  may  be  realized,  but  as  most  of  the 
interest  to  be  collected  is  not  payable  until  late  in  the  year,  and  a  part  of  that  in 
4 
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January  next  is  depended  upon,  it  will  require  the  prompt  and  early  payment  of  the 
quotas,  to  provide  our  Bishop  with  the  means  of  support.

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  fne  South  reported,  as  follows: 
The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  met  in  October  last 

at  Sewanee,  and  again  in  February,  at  Montgomery,  Alabama. 

The  Trustees  from  this  Diocese  were  not  present  at  cither  of  these 

meetings.    They  submit,  however,  as  their 

REPORT: 

The  following  communication,  which  was  made  to  the  editors  of  the  Church  Journal 
in  the  month  of  March : 

Messrs.  Editors:  The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  are  devoting  them- 
selves with  earnestness  to  the  work  of  establishing  this  great  educational  project.  The 
meeting  held  last  October  at  Sewanee,  and  which  was  presided  over  by  the  lamented 
Bishop  of  Georgia,  has  been  followed  by  a  special  meeting  held  at  Montgomery,  Ala 
bama,  on  the  13th  of  February,  at  which  representatives  were  present  from  North 
Carolina  to  Arkansas.  The  whole  subject  was  considered,  and  the  discouragements 
arising  from  the  condition  of  the  country  were  fully  acknowledged  in  all  their  force 
and  bearing,  while  at  the  same  time  the  pressing  need  of  education  at  the  South,  to  fit 
our  sons  for  maintaining,  with  Intelligence  and  dignity,  their  position  as  citizens 
of  a  country  on  which  our  Creator  has  bestowed  His  choicest  gifts,  was  deeply 
felt  and  strongly  expressed. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  made  an  encouraging  report  of  the  prospect  of  obtaining 
funds  to  meet  the  immediate  requirements  of  the  institution,  and  a  confident  belief 
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was  entertained  by  all  that  the  appeal  to  the  Churchmen  and  public -spirited  people 
of  the  South,  for  the  amount  now  needed  to  begin  the  work,  would  be  responded  to. 

The  Trustees  decided  to  open  a  school  for  boys  at  University  Place,  to  the  con 
trol  and  direction  of  whicli  the  best  talent  attainable  in  the  country  should  be 
secured,  and  every  arrangement  made  to  make  it  in  the  fullest  sense  worthy  of  the 
name  which  it  will  bear  of  the  University  High  School,  prepared  to  furnish  a  thorough 
and  judicious  training  for  advancement  into  higher  classes  and  schools  of  the 
University  which  it  is  intended  afterwards  to  establish. 

The  fact  was  recognized,  that  in  the  present  condition  of  the  country  such  a  pie 
paration  was  requisite,  and  it  was  most  advisable  to  begin  the  work  of  the  Univei 
sity  by  founding  that  portion  of  its  work  at  once. 

It  was  stated  by  those  familiar  with  facts,  that  in  addition  to  the  advantages  of 
health  and  seclusion  afforded  by  the  University  location,  there  would  be  the  very 
important  element  in  its  favour  at  this  time,  that  the  board  and  support  of  students 
can  be  obtained  at  far  less  cost  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  country,  thus  fur- 
nishing to  our  impoverished  people  all  the  advantages  of  a  superior  education  at 
a  low  and  practicable  cost. 

The  only  need  now,  in  order  to  place  the  University  High  School  in  immediate 
operation,  is  the  erection  of  a  few  plain  and  suitable  buildings,  which  can  be  put 
up  at  a  small  comparative  cost. 

It  was  also  decided  to  request  the  Vice  Chancellor,  Bishop  Quintard,  of  Tennessee, 
to  visit  as  soon  as  possible  the  various  Dioceses,  with  the  view  of  soliciting,  by 
a  general  appeal,  the  funds  required.  It  was  also  resolved  to  appoint  one  of  the  Lay 
Trustees  to  act  with  Bishop  Quintard,  as  a  Commissioner,  in  obtaining  funds,  Ac. 
and  also  to  take  general  charge  of  all  the  business  affairs  of  the  University.  Maj. 
George  R.  Fairbanks,  one  of  the  Lay  Trustees  from  Tennessee,  was  chosen  to  fill 
this  position,  and  has  accepted  the  appointment. 

Bishop  Quintard  tendered  to  the  Regard  the  new  building  at  SeAvanee,  known  as 
Otey  Hall,  and  erected  by  him  for  the  Sewanee  Mission  and  Training  School, 
which  was  accepted. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  School  reported  that  they  had 
done  nothing,  and,  owing  to  the  very  great  change  in  the  condi- 
tion of  the  country  since  their  appointment,  asked  to  be  discharged, 
which  was  granted. 

The  Committee  to  collect  information  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  presented  their  report,  but  were  afterwards  permitted  to 
withdraw  it,  in  order  to  perfect  its  details. 

The  Kev.  P.  F.  Stevens  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canon  II: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  amendment  of  the  Canon  for  the  trial  of 
a  minister,  be  instructed  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  preparing  some 
resolution  expressing  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  upon  the  imperative  duty  of 
every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect  and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial 
of  a  Minister. 
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Rev.  P.  Trapier,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolution,  and 
moved  that  it  be,  laid  on  the  table  for  consideration  to-morrow : 

Whereas,  The  wide  and  widening  extent  of  the  area  of  the  United  States,  and 
of  their  Territories,  is  increasing  in  many  ways  the  difficulty  of  meeting  in  General 
Convention,  thereby  concentrating  influence  in  the  wealthier  and  nearer  Dioceses; 

And  whereas,  The  sub -divisions  of  the  larger  Dioceses  is  giving  to  their  several 
parts  disproportionate  preponderance  in  both  Houses  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
rendering  the  House  of  Deputies  too  unwieldly  for  efficient  action;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  concurring  in  the  desire  expressed  from  several  of 
our  sister  Dioceses,  for  the  formation  of  Provincial  Councils,  by  the  grouping  of 
neighboring  Dioceses,  requests  our  Deputies  to  the  next  General  Convention  to  bring 
this  subject  to  the  notice  of  that  body. 

Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden  called  up  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  laid  on  the  table  yesterday : 

Resolved,  That  the  first  Rule  of  Order  be  amended,  by  inserting  in  the  5th  line, 
after  the  words  '■'■morning  service"  the  following  words:  "After  which,  on  the  second 
day  of  the  Session,  the  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society,  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  delivered." 

Pending  the  discussion  of  this  resolution,  on  motion,  after 
prayer  by  the  President,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  10  o'clock 
to-morrow  morning.

THIRD  DAY. 

Friday  Morning,  May  10th,  1867. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  B.  F.  D.  Perry. 

The  Convention  being  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  the  Minutes 
of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  names  of  members  absent  on  preceding  days  were  called, 
and  the  following  found  present :

Smith,  Edward  Evans,  John  Williams ;  and  on  calling  their  names, 
Mr.  Thos.  Smith  was  found  to  be  present. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Charleston,  for  admission  into  the  Convention, 
reported  as  follows : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Charleston,  to  be  received  into  union  with  this 
Convention,  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That  we  have  here  no  stranger,  but  an  old  friend  with  only  a  new  face.  St. 
Stephen's  Chapel,  known  to  us  for  generations  as  a  free  Church  for  the  special  use 
of  the  poor  of  this  city,  desires  now  in  these  days  of  all-pervading  poverty  to  become 
a  self-supporting  Parish,  and  has  accordingly  elected  Vestrymen  and  Wardens ;  has 
declared  through  them  its  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons, 
present  and  prospective,  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  United  States ;  has 
given  reasonable  warrant  for  the  liope  that  adequate  maintenance  will  be  forth- 
coming for  the  Minister;  and  has  obtained,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Female 
Domestic  Missionary  Society,  who  are  the  owners  in  fee  simple  of  the  Church  build- 
ing, the  use  of  it  for  five  years. 

All  requirements  in  such  cases  provided  having  been  thus  complied  with,  your 
Committee  recommend  unanimously  that  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Charleston,  be  num- 
bered  among  thr  Churches  in  union  with  this  Convention.

REPORT: 

That  they,  in  conjunction  with  the  Finance  Committee,  have  carefully  considered 
the  same. 

It  ia  the  unanimous  opinion  of  both  Committees,  that  if  the  Ministers  will  give  this 
matter  their  serious  attention,  and  will  enlist  the  active  co-operation  of  the  most 
energetic  persons  of  their  respective  congregations,  an  important  addition  to  the  Fund 
will  be  the  result. 

They  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption,  by  this  Convention,  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  be  authorized  to  issue  a 
Circular  to  the  several  Parishes,  through  their  respective  Ministers,  calling  attention 
to  the  urgent  necessity  for  increasing  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  requesting  that  they 
earnestly  endeavour  to  procure  from  members  of  their  congregations,  liberal  subscrip- 
tions in  notes  payable  to  the  order  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  Fund,  on  the  first  days  of 
January  1868,  1869,  1870  and  1871 ;  and  that  printed  blanks  for  such  notes  be  pro- 
vided by  the  said  Treasurer,  to  be  transmitted  with  the  Circulars.

Resolved,  That  both  resolutions  lie  over  for  consideration  on  the  second  day  of  the 
Session  of  the^iext  Convent^n. 

During  the  discussion  of  these  resolutions,  the  Bishop  retired, 
the  Rev.  C.  Hanckel,  D.  D.,  in  the  Chair. 

Rev.  C.  P.  Gadsden  called  up  the  resolution  under  discussion 
yesterday  at  the  hour  of  adjournment,  and  after  discussion,  on  his 
motion,  it  was  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  and 
three  Laymen,  to  rej)ort  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  C.  P. 
Gadsden,  W.  W.  Lord,  D.  D.,  and  W.  B.  W.  Howe;  and  Messrs. 
J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  John  Hanckel,  and  H.  D.  Lesesne. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith  moved  that  the  following  resolution  be 
referred  to  the  same  Committee  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  to  which  the  last  resolution  was  referred  have  leave 
to  report,  if  deemed  advisable,  a  plan  for  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Referred  accordingly. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Canon  II.  reported,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  proposed  amendments 
to  Canon  I,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  Section  8th  be  amended,  by  striking  out  the  words  between 
••not  guilty"  in  the  fourth  line,  and  "they"  in  the  fifth  line,  and  inserting  instead,  the 
words,  "And  if  guilty  of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or 
Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion, 
ought,  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  Section 
1st,  Canon  II,  Title  second,  of  the  General  Canons  of  this  Church,  the  sentence  shall 
be  degradation."  Also,  by  inserting  in  the  ninth  line,  after  the  word  "Council,"  the 
words,  "Except  when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above." 

2d.  Resolved,  That  Section  5th  be  amended,  by  adding  at  the  end,  after  the  word 
"prescribe,"  the  words,  "All  cqunsel  must  be  communicants  of  the  Church." 

3d.  Resolved,  That  Section  third  be  amended,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "appoint,'' 
in  the  second  line,  the  words,  "Except  in  charges  of  improper  conduct  to  females,  in 
which  case  the  trial  shall  be  in  private,  and  its  proceedings  shall  not  be  published.1' 

4th.  They  also  recommend  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  a  Standing  Resolution 

Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  the  Convention,  that  it  is  the  imperative  duty  of  every 
member  of  this  Church  to  respect  and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a 
Minister. 

C.  P.  GADSDEN,  Chairman  of  Committee. 
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The  following  Minority  Report,  from  the  same  Committee,  was 
also  presented: 

The  undersigned  dissents  from  the  conclusion  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  as 
to  the  second  and  third  amendments  reported  on,  and  respectfully  recommends  that, 
the  consideration  of  the  second  be  postponed  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Con 
vent  ion. 

H.  D.  LESEJSNE. 

On  motion,  the  propositions  were  considered  stfiatim. 
The  first  resolution  was  taken  up  and  adopted. 
The  second  resolution  was  taken  np  and  adopted. 
The  third  resolution  was  taken  np,  and  on  division,  was  lost. 
The  fourth  proposition  was  considered,  and  the  Standing  Reso- 
lution adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  P.  F.  Stevens,  the  following  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  was  concurred  in : 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  Article  III.  be  amended,  by  inserting  after  the  word 
•'Diocese,"  in  next  to  the  last  line,  "or  who  after  a  continued  service  of  at  least  twenty 
years  in  this  Diocese,  by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  of  age  may  have  been  incapaci- 
tated for  further  active  duties  of  the  ministry." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  P.  Trapier,  D.  D.,  the  following  was  adopted 
as  a  Standing  Resolution  : 

Whereas,  It  is  customary  and  altogether  desirable  that  the  Bishop,  as  the  father  in 
God  alike  of  his  clergy  and  of  his  laity,  should  make  mention  in  his  annual  addresses 
to  us  of  the  deaths  of  our  brethren  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  practice  of  introducing  also  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  resolutions 
respecting  the  same  afflictive  bereavements  is  superfluous  and  unadvisable,  and  be 
henceforth  discontinued. 

Rev.  R.  P.  Johnson  moved  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Constitution,  which  was  concurred  in : 

Resolved,  To  insert  in  Section  4,  Article  III,  after  the  word  '•'■number,'"  "communi- 
cants of  this  Church." 

Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  moved  the  following  amendment,  which 
was  also  concurred  in  : 

Resolved,  That  Article  II,  Hection  1st,  of  the  Constitution,  be  amended,  by  striking 
out  "  Wednesday"  and  inserting  "Thursday"  in  its  stead. 

Rev.  P.  J.  Shand  moved  that  the  next  Convention  be  held  in 
St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  which  was  agreed  to 
On  motion  of  the  Secretary, 
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Resolved,  That  the  2d  Rule  of  Order  be  amended,  by  striking  out,  in  the  third  line, 
the  words  "entitled  to  seats"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words,  "from  the  list  f  ur- 
nished by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  P.  Trapier,  D.  D., 

Resolved,  That  in  Canon  III,  Section  1,  in  the  sentence  beginning  "Such  list,  &c, 
after  the  word  "Convention,"  the  remainder  of  that  sentence  read  as  follows :  "and 
who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but  not  to  votes." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Hanckel,  three  hundred  copies  of  the 
Journal  were  ordered  to  be  printed. 

On  motion,  after  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes,  and 
Prayer  by  the  President,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

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APPENDIX  L 


To  the  Seventy-Seventh  Annual  Convention. 


Brethren  of  the  Convention  : 

I  now  present  to  you  my  Annual  Address. 

February  18th,  1866,  1st  Sunday  in  Lent.  In  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  I  preached  and  confirmed  fifteen 
white  persons. 

February  25th,  2nd  Sunday  in  Lent,  forenoon.  In  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Summerville,  I  preached,  addressed  the  candidates  for 
confirmation  and  confirmed  seventeen  white  persons.  In  the  after- 
noon preached  again.  It  was  pleasing  to  meet  here,  once  more  at 
his  own  home  and  among  his  old  parishioners,  my  respected 
brother,  Rev.  Philip  Gadsden.  Venerable  in  age  and  respected 
and  beloved  by  all  around  him,  he  is  passing  away  his  last  years 
in  the  Parish  which  he  himself  organized.  From  increasing  infir- 
mities and  physical  inability  to  discharge  his  duties,  he  has 
resigned  his  charge,  but  still  renders  such  service  to  the  Church 
as  he  is  able.  After  a  long  course  of  a  sincere  and  faithful  min- 
istry, he  is  peacefully  beholding  the  fruits  of  his  labors,  and 
looking  forward  to  a  better  world,  can  say  his  Nunc  Dirnittis. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Harrold  has  resigned  this  Parish  and  removed  to 
Florida.    It  is  how  vacant.  • 

April  15th,  2d  Sunday  after  Easter.  Orangeburg:  In  the  fore- 
noon, Rev.  Mr.  Mellichamp  read  the  service,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed four  white  persons.  The  congregation  here  has  been  much 
reduced  by  the  return  of  the  refugees  to  their  old  homes,  but  are 
still  faithful  in  their  attendance  upon  Divine  ordinances.  This 
Parish  has  lately  united  itself  with  the  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  and 
both  are  under  the  pastoral  supervision  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mellichamp. 
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April  22d,  3d  Sunday  after  Easter.  Charleston ;  In  the  forenoon, 
preached  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  and  confirmed  three  white  per- 
sons. In  the  afternoon,  preached  in  Calvary  Church  and  con- 
firmed seven  coloured  persflns — Rev.  J.  G.  Drayton  read  the 
service.  This  congregation  has  been  organized  under  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Prentiss  as  their  Pastor,  and  are  commencing  their  new  re- 
lations with  a  fair  prospect  of  continuance  and  success. 

April  29th,  4th  Sunday  after  Easter.  At  Mount  Pleasant, 
preached  and  confirmed  seven  white  persons. 

May  2d,  Wednesday.  Georgetown  :  Rev.  Alexander  Glennie, 
the  Rector,  preached,  and  I  confirmed  twenty-one  white  and  two 
coloured  persons.  There  is  in  this  Parish  an  unusual  appearance 
of  animation  and  ability ;  they  seem  to  have  recovered  from  their 
recent  trials  with  favourable  auspices  for  the  future. 

May  5th,  Saturday.  In  All  Saints'  Parish,  I  preached  to  the 
coloured  people  on  the  True  Blue  Plantation.  The  Rev.  Mr, 
Glennie  and  myself  were  invited  to  come  to  this  place  to  meet  the 
coloured  people  and  preach  to  them,  as  they  were  in  a  great  state 
of  excitement.  A  female  prophetess  had  arisen  among  them,  and 
was  betraying  many  into  error ;  the  military  had  interfered,  and 
were  withdrawing  her  from  the  plantation  in  the  midst  of  mnch 
excitement  of  feeling,  when  we  arrived.  After  some  conversation 
out  of  doors,  Ave  went  into  the  Church,  but  were  followed  only  by 
a  few.  Rev.  Mr.  Glennie  read  the  service,  and  I  preached,  but  it 
was  impossible  to  get  the  old  truths  of  the  Decalogue  to  bear 
forcibly  upon  the  minds  of  these  hearers  in  their  present  state  of 
feeling.  After  Church,  however,  some  of  them  spoke  kindly  to 
us,  and  Mr.  Glennie  was  invited  to  baptize  some  children. 

May  6th,  5th  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  the  Parish  Church  at 
Waccamaw,  I  preached  and  confirmed  two  white  persons.  This 
was  a  season  of  unusual  interest.  There  were  but  few  of  the  old 
parishioners  any  longer  remaining,  but  these  few  had  come  to 
worship — it  was  in  sad  contrast  with  all  previous  experience. 
For  the  first  time  some  of  the  coloured  people  returned  to  Church. 
All  present  felt  deeply,  and  my  own  sympathies  were  strongly 
awakened.  I  preached  as  well  as  I  could  upon  the  duties  of  sub- 
mission to  the  will  of  God,  and  of  fighting  out  bravely  the  battles 
of  life  under  the  only  real  power  left— faith  in  the  eternal  king- 
dom of  the  Son  of  God.  This  Parish  is  extremely  broken  up ; 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Glennie,  after  thirty  years  of  most  faithful  service, 
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resigned  from  want  of  means  to  sustain  him,  in  one  of  the 
wealthiest  Parishes  in  the  State.  The  coloured  population  seemed 
entirely  lost  to  the  Church,  and  the  remaining  proprietors  were 
sadly  and  laboriously  striving  to  raise  up  the  burden  of  life,  which 
they  were  daily  feeling  to  be  too  heavy  for  them ;  yet  they  were 
firm  in  conduct  and  resolved  in  purpose.  May  God  grant  them 
success  and  better  days. 

May  8th,  Tuesday.  At  Plantersville,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
three  white  persons — Rev.  R.  S.  Trapier  assisting  in  the  services. 
Here  again  were  the  same  scenes  of  desolation.  In  the  small  log 
building  where  we  held  our  services  were  assembled  the  remnants 
of  the  Parish  of  Prince  Frederick.  On  the  plantations  were  the 
same  marks  of  poverty  and  extreme  depression,  the  same  struggle 
for  life  amid  opposing  difficulties,  and  I  add  with  pleasure,  the 
same  resolve  to  do  it  with  manly  firmness,  and  Christian  submis- 
sion and  faith.  The  Rev.  R.  S.  Trapier,  Rector  of  John's  Island, 
is  at  present  in  charge  of  this  Parish. 

May  13th,  Sunday  after  Ascension.  Charleston.  Forenoon: 
In  St.  Philip's  Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed  seven  white  per- 
sons, two  of  whom  were  members  of  Grace  Church. 

May  15th,  Tuesday.  Confirmed  in  private  one  white  person 
belonging  to  St.  John's  Chapel. 

May  20th,  Whitsunday.  Beaufort :  The  Church  being  unfit  to 
be  used,  Divine  service  was  held  in  the  old  Lecture  Room,  where 
the  Rector  read  the  service,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  two 
white  persons.  The  congregation  was  small,  but  composed,  I 
believe,  of  nearly  all  t  he  Church-going  portion  of  the  white  popu- 
lation in  the  community.  The  contrast  with  other  days  was 
strong  and  painful,  but  their  aged  and  beloved  Rector  was  once 
more  restored  to  his  Parish,  and  gathering  around  him  his  slowly 
returning  flock.  May  the  blessing  of  God  rest  upon  him  and 
enable  him  to  rebuild  his  work  and  labour  of  love. 

May  26th,  Saturday.  Walterboro' :  I  preached  and  confirmed 
six  white  persons  and  two  coloured. 

May  27th,  Sunday.  I  preached,  and  the  Holy  Communion  was 
administered. 

May  28th,  Monday.  Confirmed  in  private  one  coloured  person. 
Owing  to  different  causes,  this  Parish  had  not  been  visited  by  me 
for  several  years.  I  found  my  beloved  brother,  Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger, 
still  in  the  midst  of  his  faithful  labours,  with  a  number  of  his 
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parishioners  yet  remaining  in  Walterboro'.  Their  means  were 
entirely  gone,  and  he  was  compelled  to  keep  school  for  a  support. 
Indeed,  it  is  sorrowful  to  recount  the  depressed  state  of  the 
Parishes  and  the  reduced  condition  of  the  Clergy— it  is  universal, 
and  I  shall  hereafter  cease  to  speak  of  it. 

June  3d,  1st  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Aiken:  Divine  service,  I 
preached  in  the  forenoon,  and  confirmed  eight  white  persons,  the 
Rector  reading  service.  After  service,  confirmed  in  private  one 
sick  white  person.    Afternoon  preached  again. 

June  6th,  Wednesday.  Barnwell :  I  preached  and  confirmed 
two  white  persons. 

June  24th,  St.  John  Baptist's  Day.  In  Grace  Church,  Camden, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  four  white  persons. 

July  8th,  Gth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Cross,  Stateburg,  ordained  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  Rev. 
Robert  Wilson,  Deacon  in  charge.  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough 
preached  the  sermon,  and  Rev.  P.  J.  Shand  presented  the  candi- 
date. I  also  confirmed  two  white  persons  and  twenty-five 
coloured.

I  preached  and 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  the  Priests,  Rev.  Wm.  P.  DuBose. 
The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Obear,  who,  with 
the  Rev.  C.  B.  Walker,  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.  After- 
noon, I  preached  to  the  coloured  congregation  and  confirmed 
eight  of  them.

The  Rev.  C.  Hanckel,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  the.  Rectorship  of  St. 
Paul's  Church  in  this  city.  For  nearly  half  a  century  he  has  been 
intimately  associated  with  the  ecclesiastical  history  of  South 
Carolina,  and  especially  of  Charleston,  having  outlived  the  most 
of  his  clerical  cotcmporaries,  he  still  remains  to  us  the  link  that 
connects  the  past  with  the  present.  After  many  years  of  faithful 
labours  in  the  Parish  to  which  he  was  most  warmly  attached, 
declining  years  have  induced  his  retirement,  carrying  with  him 
the  most  sincere  respect  and  attachment  of  his  parishioners.  May 
he  be  long  spared  J^us  to  continue  his  services  in  the  general 
affairs  of  the  Dioces^pmd  especially  as  our  beloved  and  venerated 
counsellor. 

On  the  21st  of  September  last  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  transmitted  to  me  their  presentment  of  charges  made 
against  the  Rev.  Thos.  S.  Arthur,  under  Canon  II.  of  this  Diocese, 
and  under  presumptive  testimony  submitted  to  them,  agreeably 
to  Canon  II.  of  Title  11,  of  the  General  Convention.    Upon  the 
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reception  of  .these  charges  I  proceeded  to  have  the  Council  for 
Mr.  Arthur's  trial  regularly  organized;  which  being  done,  the 
trial  was  appointed  to  be  held  in  public,  and  in  the  town  of 
Greenville,  on  the  21st  of  February,  1867,  at  which  time  the 
members  of  the  Council  convened  and  commenced  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.  After  a  long  and  labourious  session  they  found 
the  accused  guilty,  under  the  first  specification  contained  in  the  3d 
charge  of  the  presentment — this  charge  was  of  "Scandalous,  Im- 
moral and  Disorderly  Conduct,"  with  precise  specifications — and 
added,  as  their  judgment,  "the  Council  do  respectfully  suggest 
that  the  said  Rev.  Thos.  S.  Arthur  be  suspended  from  the  Ministry 
for  a  period  of  five  years."  The  Canon  declares  that  "if  the  accused 
be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall 
to  him  appear  proper  not  exceeding  that  suggested  by  the 
Council ;"  thus  limited  by  the  Canon,  I  ratified  the  finding  of  the 
Council  and  pronounced  against  the  Hey.  Thos.  S.  Arthur  sen- 
tence of  suspension  from  the  exercise  of  all  the  offices  and  min- 
istry of  the  Church,  with  all  the  ecclesiastical  consequences 
thereof,  for  the  space  of  five  years,  viz:  from  the  28th  of  March, 
1867,  to  the  28th  March,  1872.  Haying  discharged  this  duty, 
agreeably  to  Canon  I.  above  stated,  I  now  officially  report  to 
you  "the  finding  of  the  Council,  and  my  sentence  thereupon." 

Under  the  Freedman's  Aid  Commission  there  are  now  four 
schools  in  active  operation  in  this  Diocese. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  for 
the  appropriation  of  $6,000  during  the  past  year  for  the  Mission- 
aries in  this  Diocese,  which  appropriation  has  also  been  renewed 
for  the  present  year.  I  wish  to  express  my  testimony  to  the 
kindness  and  sympathy  evidenced  by  both  these  Departments  in 
the  correspondence  relative  to  these  donations. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  month  of  October  last  our  Theological 
Seminary  was  re-organized  and  went  into  operation  in  the  build- 
ing so  kindly  donated  to  the  Church.  Since  that  time  the  exer- 
cises of  the  Institution  have  gone  on  without  intermission,  but  I 
have  not  again  been  able  to  visit  it,  and  therefore  leave  the  details 
of  its  condition  to  be  laid  before  you  by  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Since  our  last  meeting,  beloved  brethren,  God  has  removed 
from  this  world  three  of  the  Bishops  of  our  Church — the  Rt.  Rev. 
George  Burgess,  D.  I).,  of  Maine ;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Francis  H.  Rut- 
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ledge,  D.  D.,  of  Florida;  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott,  D.  D., 
of  Georgia.  With  the  last  two  this  Church  was  bound  in  ties  of 
closest  and  most  affectionate  sympathy.  South  Carolina  gave 
them  birth — in  her  they  received  their  inheritance  and  their  prin- 
ciples ;  her  Church  was  their  mother — in  her  they  were  born  unto 
God  and  became  her  children,  nurtured  and  brought  up ;  through- 
out life  each  would  have  pointed  to  her  with  holy  affection  and 
pride,  and  declared  "me  genuit."  Noble  sons  they  were,  given 
by  their  mother  to  adorn  the  Episcopal  bench  of  other  Dioceses ; 
in  them  were  to  be  found  inflexible  principle,  pure  truth,  brilliant 
intellect,  and  glowing  eloquence.  They  arc  gone — but  their 
memories  arc  with  us  and  their  examples  dear  to  our  hearts. 

At  home,  too,  among  our  Presbyters,  death  hath  bereaved  us. 
The  Rev.  Arthur  Wigfall  and  the  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott  are  no 
more;  in  a  time  of  earthly  trial  and  of  severe  personal  and  national 
suffering  their  spirits  took  their  flight  to  a  brighter  and  better 
world — we  have  lost  their  presence*  but  their  light,  and  love,  and 
cordial  sympathy  are  with  us  still.  These  bereavements  are  God's 
holy  admonitions  to  us — may  they  be  ripened  in  our  bosoms  into 
lessons  of  improvement  and  life  eternal. 

On  the  19th  of  December  last  I  was  violently  attacked  with 
nervous  illness,  commencing  with  a  nervous  chill,  accompanied  by 
entire  prostration  of  the  system ;  for  three  months  I  was  confined 
entirely  to  my  house,  and  generally  to  my  bed,  incapable  of  any 
physical  exertion.  Since  then  I  have  been  better,  and  .endeavour- 
ing imperfectly  to  discharge  some  portions  of  my  official  duties. 
My  health  is  still,  however,  very  feeble,  and  the  processes  of 
improvement  so  slow  and  uncertain  as  to  render  doubtful  my 
permanent  recovery.  It  is  just  that  I  should  make  this  state- 
ment to  you,  my  brethren,  and  say,  also,  that  I  am'  patiently  and 
humbly  awaiting  the  will  of  our  Heavenly  Father;  when  this 
shall  be  disclosed  I  will  most  cheerfully  embrace  the  line  of  con- 
duct indicated  by  His  providence,  and  sanctioned  by  the  wisdom 
of  the  Church.

St.  Philip's  Church  was  reopened  for  Divine  service  on  the  4th 
of  March,  1866,  from  which  time  this  report  dates.  The  number 
of  families,  as  given,  exhibits  those  who  are  in  regular  attendance 
at  St.  Philip's,  on  the  first  of  May,  1867,  and  also  occupy  stated 
seats.  Others  attended,  but  are  not  reported,  as  the  Rector  is 
unable  to  learn  definitely  their  number.  The  same  is  the  case  in 
regard  to  Communicants. 

ST.  JAMES'  PARISH,  SANTEE.

Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney  reports :  The  baptism  of  eighteen  coloured 
infants  reported,  was  not  in  my  own  Parish,  but  in  that  of  St. 
James',  Santee.  They  were  the  children  of  former  family  servants, 
who  desired  me  to  perform  the  duty  for  them.  I  also  officiated 
at  the  Parish  Church,  which  has  been  closed  since  the  death  of 
their  Rector,  in  1865. 

ST.  ANDREW'S  PARISH. 

Rev.  J.  G.  Drayton  reports :  St.  Andrew's  Parish  remains  very 
much  in  the  same  condition  in  which  it  was  at  the  last  meeting 
of  our  Convention.  The  dwellings,  with  few  exceptions,  having 
been  reduced  to  ashes,  and  our  people  too  reduced  in  means  to 
permit  their  rebuilding,  few  have  returned :  and  even  these  are 
without  the  means  of  attending  service,  could  the  Church  be. 
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reopened.  Personally,  moreover,  I  have  had  no  means  of  visiting 
the  neighborhood  until  Sunday  last,  when  I  went  up  to  the  Chapel 
(formerly  known  as  Barker's),  where  I  met  a  large  congregation 
of  negroes,  who  seemed  very  desirous  of  having  their  religious 
privileges  restored.  I  preached,  and  baptised  ten  coloured  adults 
and  one  coloured  child.  This  is  all  the  report  I  have  to  make  of 
services  in  my  old  field. 

ST.  BARTHOLOMEW'S  PARISH.

Our  Church  is  the  only  one  open  for  public  worship  in  .the 
village.  There  is  hence  a  large  .number  of  irregular  attendants 
not  included  in  report.  Even  the  Communicants  are  fluctuating, 
being  added  to,  or  taken  away,  by  persons  coming  and  returning 
from  the  city.  Since  January,  1867,  a  Bible  Class  has  been  held, 
meeting  weekly.  The  Sunday  School  receives  a  large  share  of  my 
attention.  I  superintend  and  teach  in  it  every  Sunday,  There  is 
a  very  large  coloured  population  around,  many  of  whom  belonged 
to  the  Parish  Church,  whom  I  am  making  efforts  to  get  to  attend 
at  religious  services ;  as  yet,  I  have  met  with  little  success,  partly 
because  our  accommodation  is  very  limited.

Public  worship  on  all  the  Sundays  of  the  year  and  the  principal 
Fasts  and  Festivals  and  other  days — total,  112. 

In  the  present  condition  of  the  Parish,  struggling  for  life  under 
the  deep  prostration  caused  by  the  war,  no  accurate  and  certain 
reports  can  be  made  as  to  many  of  the  particulars  required.  One 
thing  I  am  glad  and  thankful  to  say,  that  we  have  just  been  able 
(Sunday  after  Easter)  to  re-enter  and  hold  service  in  the  Church 
so  sadly  desolated.  Our  own  people,  those  of  them  who  have 
returned  from  their  exile,  being  greatly  impoverished,  have  been 
generously  aided  by  the  Northern  people  settled  here,  though 
nearly  all  of  them  are  Non-Episcopalians ,  and  chiefly  by  their 
means  the  work  of  restoration  has  been  effected.  I  cannot  but 
hope  that  many  of  them  to  whom  the  Vestry  have,  in  considera- 
tion of  their  liberal  donations,  assigned  pews,  without  charge,  for 
the  current  year,  will  become  permanently  attached  to  our  Com- 
munion. Next  year  it  may  be,  by  our  Lord's  goodness,  my  privi- 
lege to  report  a  happy  result. 

The  restoration  of  the  Church  has  not  been  entire.  Only  the 
central  pews  have  been  replaced.  These,  however,  will  be  enough 
for  the  present.  The  side  pews  and  those  in  the  galleries  we  hope 
at  some  future  day  to  restore. 

It  has  not  been  thought  advisable  to  attempt  to  rent  the  pews 
at  present,  so  that  our  only  or  chief  local  means  of  supporting  the 
Church  and  the  offices  thereof  is  the  Sunday  collections.  The 
Parsonage,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  is  not  yet  in  a  condition  to  be  re- 
occupied.

My  report*  dates  from  the  middle  of  March,  1866.  It  was  at 
that  time  that  I  returned  to  the  place  of  ray  parochial  charge. 
None  of  my  former  congregation  had  then  returned.  When  1 
came,  I  had  in  view  to  offer  my  services  to  the  freedmen,  hoping 
I  should  find  many  of  my  former  coloured  members  here,  and  that 
they  would  manifest  interest  in  my  return,  and  in  the  prospect  of 
having  the  Church  open  again.  I  found  many  of  the  individuals ; 
but  though  they  seemed  glad  to  see  me,  they  were,  for  the  most 
part,  quite  indifferent  to  the  Church  services.  I  persisted  in  keq> 
ing  the  Church  open,  even  after  several  white  families  had  arrived. 
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This  I  did  by  giving  to  the  coloured  portion  the  morning  service 
on  Edisto  Island,  and  the  evening  service  to  the  white  portion  in 
the  Chapel  at  Edingsville.  But  after  making  several  trips  to  the 
Island,  and  not  finding  a  single  individual  at  the  Church,  I  discon- 
tinued going  there,  and  confined  myself  to  the  services  at  Edings- 
ville. As  much  the  larger  part  of  my  congregation  remained  at 
Edingsville  during  the  Winter  and  Spring,  the  Church  on  the 
Island  was  not  opened.  I  am  pleased  to  see  that  the  coloured 
people  are  beginning  to  attend  the  services  at  the  Chapel.  On 
Easter  day  a  few  of  them  communed.  The  books  of  the  desk  and 
the  altar  were  lost  during  the  war.  Since  our  return  a  lady  of  the 
congregation  has  presented  the  Church  with  a  very  suitable  Bible 
and  Prayer  Book.  A  surplice  also  has  been  provided.  I  am 
gratified  at  a  manifest  improvement  in  the  congregation.  An 
interest  is  again  awaking  in  both  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
welfare  of  the  Church.

The  attendance  generally  is 
good,  and  the  Vestry  and  ladies  of  the  congregation  have  exhib- 
ited great  zeal  and  energy  in  assisting  me  in  resuscitating  this 
Church,  which,  owing  to  unavoidable  circumstances,  had  been 
entirely  broken  up  during  the  late  war.  We  have  been  enabled, 
with  the  blessing  of  God,  notwithstanding  the  disastrous  pressure 
of  the  times,  to  obtain  sufficient  funds  to  put  the  building,  which 
had  been  very  much  dismantled  and  dilapidated,  in  complete 
repair,  and  trusting  Providence  for  the  future,  will  continue  our 
exertions  in  keeping  alive  what  has  for  some  years  been  one  of  the 
most  important  missionary  stations  in  the  Diocese.

Most  of  my  coloured  members  have  connected 
themselves  with  the  congregations  of  St.  Mark's,  and  Calvary, 
recently  organized.  We  have  to  raise  by  subscription  fourteen 
hundred  dollars  for  the  repairing  of  St.  John's  Chapel,  which  is 
in  a  leaky  condition.    We  would  be  thankful  to  receive  from  our

REV.  J.  BARNWELL  CAMPBELL. 

New  York,  April  16th,  1867. 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  :■ 

I  send  you  the  following  official  report  of  my  ministerial  services 
since  January  28th,  1866. 

I  have  read  the  daily  order  of  Morning  Prayer  24  times,  the 
Litany  25  times,  the  extra  Litany  5  times,  and  the  Ante-Commu- 
nion 28  times.  I  have  read  the  Evening  Prayer  17  times,  and 
assisted  in  the  same  once.  I  have  assisted  in  reading  the  daily 
order  of  Morning  Prayer  8  times — assisted  in  the  Ante-Commu- 
nion service  4  times.  I  have  administered  the  Communion  3  times, 
and  5  times  assisted  in  the  administration  and  the  reading  of  the 
said  service.  I  have  read  the  third  service  of  Bishop  Hobart 
thrice.  I  have  preached  67  times,  baptized  one  white  female 
child,  performed  the  funeral  service  over  three  white  adults  and 
one  child,  and  assisted  in  the  funeral  service  over  two  white 
adults.  I  have  twice  catechised  the  children,  and  addressed  them 
twice  in  the  Sunday  School. 

The  above  services  have  been  rendered  not  only  in  South  Caro- 
lina, but  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  United  States,  and  in  East 
Canada.  During  the  absence  of  the  Rector  I  had  the  transient 
charge  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Church  in  this  city  for  three  months, 
from  the  1st  of  January  last. 
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REV.  J.  GRIMKE  DRAYTON. 

Charleston,  April  26th,  1867. 

My  Dear  Bishop : 

From  the  4th  of  March  until  the  4th  of  April  I  officiated  in 
Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  where  I  baptized  5  coloured  adults, 
and  buried  3  coloured  adults.*  The  rest  of  the  month  of  April 
was  given  to  the  Church  of  The  Holy  Communion,  where* I 
officiated  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector.  Here  I  baptized  and 
buried  one  white  infant. 

From  May  until  December  I  officiated  in  my  Parish  at  Flat 
Rock,  in  North  Carolina.  Subsequently  I  was  laid  up  with  a 
throat  complaint  until  the  last  of  March,  since  which  time  I  have 
preached  on  six  occasions  in  Charleston,  and  in  other  ways  assisted 
my  brethren. 

REV.  JOHN  H.  ELLIOTT. 

M y  Dear  Bishop : 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  send  you  a  blank  report.  Soon 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention,  I  was  induced,  by 
the  advice  of  physicians,  and  my  own  painful  experience,  to  retire 
for  a  season  from  the  work  of  the  ministry.  The  result  has  justi- 
fied the  step,  for  my  health  has  been  partially  restored.  I  am, 
however,  not  yet  strong  enough  to  resume  my  labours,  and,  mean- 
while, I  must  humbly  bow  to  my  Master's  will,  trusting  that  He 
will  in  due  time  realize  for  me  the  sustaining  hope  of  my  life,  that 
I  may  yet  be  able  to  proclaim  His  grace  and  love.

Summebvillle,  April,  1867. 

My  Dear  Bishop: 

.  Since  our  Rector  left  us,  »and  occasionally  before  his  resignation, 
I  endeavoured,  as  God  gave  me  the  grace  and  ability,  to  per- 
form some  small  services  in  the  Parish,  such  as  reading  the 
Morning  Service,  baptizing,  marrying,  visiting  the  sick,  and 
burying  or  performing  funeral  services,  as  I  was  called  upon  or 
requested  to  do.  These  services  have  been  so  few  and  irregular 
that  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  becoming  in  me  to  report  them. 
I  was  willing,  however,  to  do  what  I  could,  and  according  to  the 
necessity  which  pressed.    It  was  most  painful  to  me,  most  sad  and

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grievous  to  see  our  Church  shut,  and  no  summoning  of  the  people 
to  prayer  and  praise  on  every  Lord's  Day,  as  it  used  in  former 
and  better  days.  I  was  willing,  therefore,  but  not  able  always, 
to  keep  the  Church  open  once  in  the  day,  as  each  Sunday  came 
round.  My  health  and  a  most  afflictive  dispensation  interrupted 
the  carrying  out  of  my  wishes.  Only,  then,  a  very  few  days  has 
our  Church  been  opened  for  public  worship,  and  has  it  been  served 
by  the  ministrations  of  my  brother  clergymen.  I  pray  God  to 
send  to  us  in  our  desolate  state  a  Pastor  of  His  own  mind  to  break 
to  us  the  bread  of  life,  and  minister  to  us  in  holy  things.  And 
will  you  not,  dear  Bishop,  as  you  are  able,  help  us  in  this  good 
work  ? 

REV.  CHARLES  E.  LEVERETT. 

Being  still  a  refugee,  I  have  only  a  brief  record  to  make  up  of 
official  duties.  The  war  has  left  me  without  ministerial  charge, 
and  opportunity  to  exercise  any.  I  am,  in  the  words  of  Milton,  in 
the  category  of  those  said  by  him  also  to  serve,  who  only  stand 
and  wait.  I  proposed,  if  I  could  have  a  Missionary's  stipend, 
to  go  to  the  low  country  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  blacks  in 
the  vicinity  of  my  desolate  home,  but  the  Bishop  could  not  endorse 
my  only  contemplated  duties,  and  without  funds  for  a  removal, 
or  the  erection  of  a  common  building  for  a  Church,  or  even  school 
room,  I  could  do  nothing.  In  that  once  flourishing  Parish  there 
is  a  perfect  dearth  of  Pastoral  service,  and  Laymen  are  called  oh 
to  bury  the  dead.  When  needed,  as  has  frequently  been  the  case, 
I  help  the  Rectors  of  the  Churches  here,  and  fill  the  reading  desk 
or  pulpit,  or  assist  at  the  Communion,  according  to  their  requests. 
Separate  from  these  aids,  which  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  render; 
I  perform  occasional  services  at  or  near  my  home. 

REV.  E.  C.  LOGAN. 

MISSIONARY    AT  HELENA.

I  continued  to  officiate,  after  my  last  report,  as  Missionary  at 
Helena,  until  the  close  of  the  year  1866.  Then,  having  accepted 
a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of  the  Church  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Thomas' 
and  St.  Dennis',  I  moved  down  to  that  Parish  and  entered  upon 
my  duties  there.  Owing  to  the  change  of  officers  at  the  Company 
Workshops  established  at  this  place,  and  the  consequent  removals 
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which  took  place  almost  simultaneously  with  my  leaving,  the  con- 
gregation at  this  place  had  been  pretty  much  broken  up  when  I 
left.  Thus  ends  my  three  years  ministry  in  this  little  wayside 
held,  a  pleasant  little  episode  in  my  ministerial  life,  and  I  trust  not 
an  unprofitable  one  to  him  that  preached  or  those  that  heard. 

REV.  HENRY  L.  PHILLIPS. 

Since  my  report  to  the  last  Convention  I  have  read  prayers 
forty-five*times,  in  this  city  and  elsewhere,  preached  sixteen  times, 
and  administered  and  assisted  in  the  Holy  Communion  nineteen 
times.  The  rest  o^my  official  acts  are  comprised  in  the  report  of 
the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Charleston,  from  the  last  Sunday  of  last 
January,  up  to  this  date,  May  7th,  1867. 

REV.  JOHN  J.  ROBERTS. 

New  York,  May  4th,  1867. 
My  resignation  of  Claremont  Parish  took  effect  on  the  1st  of 
March,  1866.  On  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  preached  and  admin- 
istered Holy  Communion  in  St.  John's  Parish,  in  Black  Oak  Church; 
and  on  the  fourth  and  5th  Sundays  in  Lent,  I  preached  in  Christ 
Church,  Newbern,  N.  C.  On  Easter  morning  I  assisted  in  the 
services  at  St.  Mark's  Church,  Baltimore,  and  in  the  evening  I 
preached  at  Christ  Church.  I  remained  three  months  in  Balti- 
more, and  on  every  Sunday  I  either  preached  or  assisted  in  the 
Church  services.  Also  I  assisted  in  week-day  services  very  fre- 
quently and  made  addresses  to  the  congregations.  Early  in  July 
I  left  Baltimore  for  Upper  Canada,  and  became  temporary  assist- 
ant of  the  Rector  of  Grimsby.  At  Grimsby  I  officiated  on  every 
Sunday  except  one,  until  the  latter  part  of  September;  having 
arrived  in  New  York  on  the  25th  of  September.  In  New  York  I 
immediately  commenced  work  in  the  school  of  Mrs.  Ogden  Hoff- 
man, 38th  street.  At  Mrs.  Hoffman's  school  I  teach  in  the  Literary 
Department,  deliver  a  Lecture  every  Sunday  evening  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Church,  and  preach  to  my  pupils  on  rainy  Sundays. 
Besides  I  do  occasional  work  in  Parishes  in  the  city  and  country. 
For  two  months,  January,  and  February,  I  assisted  in  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  New  York,  holding  five  services  every  day,  except 
Wednesdays  and  Sundays.  In  a  word,  I  am  doing  more  spiritual 
work  here  than  I  ever  did  in  Claremont,  teaching,  preaching, 
visiting  the  sick,  and  reading,  keep  me  fully  occupied.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  • 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Of  acceding  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General 

Convention, 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina  accedes,  to, 
recognizes,  and  adopts  the  General  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Meetings. 

Section  I.  A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in 
Charleston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  May,  or  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Con 
vention.* 

Sec.  II.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  such  meet- 
ing shall  be  held  when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling  it  shall 
determine ;  and  at  such  meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  trans- 
acted than  that  in  the  notice  so  calling  said  meeting ;  nor  shall  a 
Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  be  elected  at  such  meeting.

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Sec.  III.  Id  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause 
deemed  sufficient,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority, 
to  require  a  change  of  the  time  or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a 
Convention,  either  stated  or  special,  the  said  authority  may  desig- 
nate another  time  or  place  for  holding  such  meeting,  to  be  held 
within  not  less  than  a  month  after  such  designation. 

fc  ARTICLE  III., 

Of  Members  of  Conven  tion. 
Section  I.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen 
and  laymen. 

Sec.  II.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one, 
and  every  other  clergyman  who  has  been  actually,  as  well  as 
canonically,  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve 
calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention 
and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been  performing  the  duties  of  his 
station  as  rector,  minister,  or  assistant  minister  of  a  parish ;  or  as 
a  missionary,  acting  under  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Dio- 
cese ;  or  as  a  chaplain  in  any  public  or  benevolent  institution ;  or 
as  professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Convention.* 

Sec.  III.  "Every  other  clergyman  who  has  been  actually,  as 
well  as  canonically,  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  the  previous  twelve 
months,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention, 
with  the  exception  of  the  right  to  vote." 

Sec.  IV.  Lay  deputies,  not  exceeding  four  (4)  in  number,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  respective  Episcopal  Churches  in  union  with  thin 
Convention  from  among  the  members  of  those  Churches  respec- 
tively, to  represent  them  in  Convention ;  the  deputies  to  be  elected 
in  such  manner  and  time  as  each  Church  shall  deem  proper,  to 
serve  for  one  stated  Convention.  They  shall,  before  they  are 
permitted  to  take  their  seats  in  Convention,  produce  written  testi- 
monials of  their  election.  For  special  Conventions,  special  elec- 
tions shall  be  held.f 

Sec.  V.  No  member  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct 
Churches,  or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec  VI.  A  lay  member  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Convention 
as  a  deputy  from  any  Church,  shall  not  (without  the  unanimous

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consent  of  the  Convention)  be  permitted  to  relinquish  his  seat  and 
take  his  seat  as  the  deputy  of  another  Church. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  a  Quorum. 

Ten  (10)  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  lay  representatives 
often  (10)  Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  generally ;  but  any  number  of.  either  order  that  shall 
assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex-officio,  President  of  the 
Convention.  But  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Epis- 
copate, the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
President  of  the  Convention ;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding 
officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  presbyter's. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary. 
A  Secretary  t  shall  be  annually  chosen  (and  continue  in  office 
until  a  successor  be  appointed),  who  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct 
journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  attest  its  public  acts, 
preserve  its  records,  and  give  notice  to  each  minister  and  vestry 
of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  any  stated  or  special  meetings 
of  the  Convention,  and  this  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  six  weeks 
before  the  meeting  of  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 
A  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  chosen,  who  shall  keep  regular 
accounts  of  all  money  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the 
Convention,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  suc- 
cessor all  books,  papers,  and  funds  relative  and  belonging  to 
the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 
Section  I.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  and  five  laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among

the  actual  communicants  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Convention,  for 
the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Constitutions  and  Cahons  of  the 
General  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  another  Committee  be  appointed. 

Sec.  II.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President, 
and  another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  busi- 
ness of  the  Committee,  to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose  alone ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of 
all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee,  to 
attest  their  public  acts,  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may 
require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor 
all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  III.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  an 
abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  IV.  Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death,  resig- 
nation, or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of  the 
remaining  members,  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee  being 
necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  Voting  in  Convention. 
On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitution, 
the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body ;  but  any  two 
clergymen,  or  the  deputies  from  any  two  Churches,  may  call  for  a 
separate  vote  of  each  order,  when  the  clergy  shall  vote  individually, 
and  the  lay  deputies  by  Churches  (a  majority  from  each  Church 
having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  orders  shall,  in  each  case, 
be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop. 
In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese, 
a  majority  of  each  order  shall  determine  a  choice:  Provided,  that 
two-thirds  (§)  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  a  vote,  and  two-thirds 
(f )  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation  be  present ;  other- 
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wise  two-thirds  (§)  of  the  votes  of  each  order  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enumerated 
in  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  "of  offences  for  which 
ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this 
Convention.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode 
provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  Admission  of  Churches  or  Parishes  into  the  Convention. 

Whenever  a  Church  or  Parish,  not  entitled  to  a  representation, 
shall  be  desirous  of  uniting  with  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  they  shall  apply  by  letter  to  the  Bishop,  or  when 
there  is  no  Bishop,  or  he  be  absent,  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
stating  the  due  organization  of  their  Church,  the  election  of  their 
Vestrymen  and  Church  Wardens,  their  means  or  prospects  for  the 
support  of  a  Minister,  and  their  willingness  to  conform  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Constitu- 
tion  and  Canons  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now, 
or  hereafter  may  be  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And 
at  the  Convention  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application, 
the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee,  shall  communicate  the  same  to 
the  Convention  for  their  decision  thereon.  In  case  the  Church  so 
applying  be  within  the  limits  of  one,  or  within  those  common  to 
more  than  one  of  the  existing  Churches  of  the  Diocese,  the  Church 
so  applying  shall  state  also  the  reasons  for  its  proposed  organiza- 
tion, the  distance  of  its  place  of  worship  from  the  other,  or  from 
each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever  additional  facts  may 
throw  light  upon  its  relation  to  the  said  existing  Church  or 
Churches,  and  the  Diocesan  Convention  shall  decide  whether  or 
no  such  proposed  organization  shall  take  effect,  and  the  Church  be 
admitted  into  union,  as  in  other  cases,  with  this  Convention. 

Should  the  Convention  make  a  favorable  decision,  the  said 
Church  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Convention  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese :  Provided,  always,  that  the  deputies 
of  the  Church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat, 
shall  not  be  allowed  a  vote  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in 
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which  their  Church  or  Parish  is  admitted.  But  no  lay  vote  shall 
be  received  from  any  Church  or  Parish  Avhieh  has  for  three  (3) 
successive  years  neglected  to  elect  a  Vestry  and  Wardens,  or  to 
pay  its  quota  to  the  Convention,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  I.  At  every  Annual  Convention  four  presbyters  and 
four  laymen  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in 
General  Convention.  Four  other  presbyters  and  four  other  laymen 
shall  also  be  chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen. 

Sec.  II.  In  case  any  deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline 
such  appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesias- 
tical authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention 
one  of  the  substitutes  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the 
Journal^  which  order  shall  be  decided  by  lot  by  the  managers  at 
the  time  of  election. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  Altering  the  Coiistitntion. 
No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall 
any  article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new  article 
be  proposed,  considered,  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one 
Convention,  and  concurred  in  by  two-thirds  (§)  of  the  Churches 
present  at  a  subsequent  Convention. 
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CANONS. 


CANON  I. 

Prov  iding  for  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church, 

Every  minister  having  a  parochial  charge  in  this  Diocese,  or  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof  shall,  at  the  meet- 
ing of  every  Annual  Convention,  deliver  or  transmit  to  the  Bishop, 
or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  an 
accurate  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirma- 
tions-, marriages  and  burials  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  during  the  inter- 
val since  the  last  Convention  *  the  names  of  places  where,  and  how 
often  in  each,  Divine  Service  has  been  held ;  the  number  of  fami- 
lies, specifying  how  many  of  them  belong  likewise  to  other  con- 
gregations ;  the  number  of  communicants,  stating  the  changes  by 
admission,  removal,  death,  and  suspension ;  the  number  of  adults, 
and  of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age ;  the  number  cate- 
chised, and  on  how  many  Sundays ;  whether  there  be  any  Sunday 
School,  and  if  any,  the  number  of  children,  and  of  teachers,  and 
the  subjects  of  instruction  in  the  same ;  also,  the  amount  of  com- 
munion alms,  the  contributions  for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic, 
and  foreign ;  for  parochial  schools,  and  for  Church  purposes  of 
whatever  kind ;  and,  generally,  all  such  other  matters  as  may 
throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  Church  under  his  care. 

In  each  case  the  white  and  coloured  persons  shall  be  reported 
distinctively,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule, 
prepared  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Canon,  and  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  entered 
upon  the  Journal,  according  to  Canon  V.,  Title  II.,  Sec.  L,  of  the 
General  Convention. — Passed,  1854.   Amended,  1857. 
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CANON  II. 

Trial  of  a  Minister'. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  minister  to  trial  before  an  Eccle- 
siastical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at 
least  two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  presbyter  of  this  Dio- 
cese, setting  forth  the  facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses 
who  will  prove  the  same,  with  copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to, 
any  other  evidence  required.  If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will  constitute  any  one  or  more 
of  the  offences  enumerated  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Qiocese,  or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  would  be  for 
the  good  of  the  Church  that  further  proceedings  should  be  had, 
they  shall  ascertain  whether  there,  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the 
accused  upon  his  trial ;  and,  if  satisfied,  they  shall  thereupon  cause 
a  presentment  to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused 
with  the  offence  or  offences  which  they  deemed  to  be  contained 
in  the  evidence  and  specifying  the  facts  with  such  reasonable  cer- 
tainty as  to  time,  place  and  circumstance,  as  shall  be  sufficient  for 
a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall 
forthwith  cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  presby- 
ters of  this  Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged 
in  duty  therein  (excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting  presbyters, 
and  those  on  the  Standing  Committee);  he  shall  then  cause  twelve 
of  the  said  names  to  be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of 
age,  and  the  said  twelve  names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The 
Bishop  shall  immediately  cause  a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the 
presentment,  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence.  Within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  accused 
shall  strike  off  the  names  Of  three  of  the  presbyters  on  the  said 
list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and  the  Bishop  shall 
thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  presbyters  to  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days  there- 
after, strike  off  the  names  of  three  more,  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many 
names  as  the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off;  and  in  each 
case  the  six  remaining  presbyters  shall  constitute  a  council  for 
the  trial  of  the  accused. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place, 
and  in  public  or  in  private,  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint.  It  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  within 
the  Diocese.  If  it  fail  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall  stand 
adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space  of 
three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed ;  and  if  the  whole  number  do 
not  attend,  and  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  can- 
not be  had,  those  of  the  Council  who  may  be  present,  being  not 
less  than  four,  shall  organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secre- 
tary— the  first  from  their  own  body,  and  the  latter  from  their 
own  body,  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  shall 
ordain  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted^ 
It  shall  cause  the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be 
written  down  by  the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  depositions  and 
other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved ;  and 
^hall  cause  a  journal  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some  officer 
authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may  be  called  upon  by  the 
Council  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ; 
and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall  furnish  the  rule, 
and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be* 
sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  4.  The  Council,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint 
one  or  more  of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  its  assessors, 
who  may  be  present  at  all  its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their 
duty  to  give  to  the  Council  an  opinion  upon  any  question  which  may 
arise,  upon  which  the  Council,  or  any  member  thereof,  or  the 
prosecuting  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion,  but  without 
any  voice  in  the  decision  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the 
Council  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting ;  and  the  like 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their 
President,  or  some  one  whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that 
office,  shall  collect  and  present  the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear 
in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The  accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the 
privilege  of  counsel  under  such  regulations  as  the  Council  may  see 
tit  to  prescribe.    All  counsel  must  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Council  may  proceed 
to  trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the 
trial  to  another  day ;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Council 
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shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon 
shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  ministry; 
but  such  sentence  may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused, 
within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  pre- 
pared to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that  end  before  the 
Council;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in 
view  of  the  charges  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sen- 
tence of  degradation  from  the  ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the 
attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a 
commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness ;  and  the  party 
applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  taking  the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon 
which  the  witness  is  to  be  examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such 
notice  is  to  be  given  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place 
appointed  for  taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive 
of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  deposi- 
tions shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and  certified  by  the  commis- 
sioner, under  seal,  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Council  shall 
declare,  in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the 
presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused 
guilty  or  not  guilty,  and  if  guilty  of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  vio- 
lation of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  tltis  Church,  or  of  this 
Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be 
pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offences  enumerated  in 
Section  I.,  Canon  II.,  Title  II.,  of  the  General  Canons  of  this 
Church,  the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They  shall  forward 
the  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  the  proceedings,  to 
t  he  Bishop ;  whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop 
shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not 
not  exceeding  that  suggested  by  the  Council,  except  when  the 
same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if,  in 
such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have 
a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it;  in  which  case  a  new 
Council  shall  be  constituted,  as  hereinbefore  provided  (excluding 
the  members  of  the  former  Council),  before  which  the  proceedings 
shall  be  conducted,  as  before  provided. 

Sec,  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the 
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Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to 
him  by  the  Council)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  and  if,  when 
put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Council,  the  accused  shall  neither 
admit  nor  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading 
not  guilty. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to*  the  Con- 
vention at  its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  minister,  as  herein 
provided,  the  finding  of  the  Council  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  inter- 
fering with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  clerical  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the 
provisions  of  Canon  37,  of  1832,  of  the  General  Convention.  And 
whenever,  upon  such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  opinion 
that  there  is  just  ground  for  the  public  rumors,  mentioned  in  the 
said  Canon,  he  or  they  shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  facts,  and  of  the  evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon 
yuch  further  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  herein  directed,  after 
a  charge  shall  have  been  made  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  12.  Canon  third,  entitled  "Trial  of  a  Clergyman,"  is  hereby^ 
repealed,  and  this  Canon  substituted  therefor.    Passed  1855. 

Sec  13.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  minister,  as 
herein  provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention.  And  in 
case  the  Treasurer  shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  bands 
lor  the  purpose,  the  same  shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  . 
several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in  the  same  ratio  in  which  they 
are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  the  Convention  by 
the  fifth  Standing  Resolution.    Passed  1856. 

CANON  III. 

A  List  to  be  made  of  the  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese. 
Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Con- 
vention of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee,  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared, 
a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
eanonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their 
respective  cures  or  Parishes,  or  of  their  stations  as  missionaries 
or  chaplains,  or  of  the  colleges,  academies,  or  other  seminaries 
of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  ecclesiastical  authority,  in  . 
which  they  are  engaged,  or  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not  engaged 
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m  Parishes,  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their 
places  of  residence  only.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order 
on  the  first  day  of  meeting  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members 
called  therefrom.  Such  list  shall  then  be  referred  to  a  Committee 
of  three  clergymen,  appointed  by  the  Chair,  who  shall  forthwith 
consider  and  report  who  of  the  clergymen  on  said  list  are  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  of  members  of  the  Convention;  and  who  are 
entitled  to  seats  but  not  to  votes,  with  the  exception  of  the  right 
to  vote  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  temporal  affairs  of  the 
Churches ;  who  are  entitled  to  seats  but  not  to  votes,  and  who 
are  not  entitled  to  either  seats  or  votes.  Such  list,  thus  reported 
and  approved  of  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Journal,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

Sec.  2.  No  clergyman,,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry, 
shall  have  a  place  on  said  list. 

Sec.  3.  The  right  of  any  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat 
in  the  Convention  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to 
'the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself, 
whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

Sec.  4.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying 
the  admission  of  ministers  into  this  Diocese,  as  may  prevent 
unwary  and  ignorant  people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  per- 
sons pretending  to  be  authorized  ministers  of  this  Church.  And 
his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such  admission. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Persons  wishing  to  be  received  as  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  become  a  candidate  for  Orders  in 
this  Diocese  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  stating  his  age  and  previous  occupation.  He  will 
also  be  expected  to  furnish  the  Committee  with  the  testimonials 
required  by  the  second  Canon,  Title  I.,  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, and  give  evidence  that  he  has  informed  the  Bishop  of  his 
intention,  according  to  the  requisitions  of  the.  same  Canon. 

CANON  V. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted 
to  a  seat  in  this  (Convention  as  a  lay  delegate  from  any  Parish 
or  Church. 
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APPENDIX  III.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  The  opening  of  the  Convention  shall  always  be  preceded  by 
the  Morning  Service  of  the  Church,  a  sermon,  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Lord's  Supper  by  the  Bishop,  or  if  the  Episcopate 
be  vacant,  or  the  Bishop  be  not  present,  by  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  The  business  of  every  succeeding  day  shall 
be  introduced  with  the  Morning  Service,  and  t  he,  business  of  every 
day  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  pronounced  by  the 
President. 

II.  At  the  opening  of  each  Annual  Convention,  when  the  Presi- 
dent shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  shall  first  call  over, 
in  alphabetical  order,  the  names  of  Clergy  from  the  list  furnished 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority.  He  shall  then  ;call  over  the 
Churches  entitled  to  representation,  when  the  Deputies  shall  lay 
their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table.  These  shall  be  referred 
to  a  Committee  of  three,  who  shall  forthwith  examine  them  and 
report  to  the  Convention.  A  constitutional  quorum  having  been 
found  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  duly 
organized.  Should  the  Committee  have  considered  any  testimo- 
nials unsatisfactory,  those  shall  now  be  taken  up,  and  the  question 
of  their  sufficiency  settled. 

III.  The  further  order  of  business  for  the  first  day  of  the  session 
of  the  Convention  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
an  Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer, 
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4.  The  consideration  of  the  application  of  Churches  or  Parishes 
for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

5.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  preachers  for  the  first 
day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  two  Standing  Com- 
mittees, viz:  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  one  (1)  Cler- 
gyman and  two  (2)  Laymen ;  the  Committee  on  Finance  three  (3) 
Laymen. 

7.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Church. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Perma- 
nent Fund. 

9.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

IV.  The  daily  order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be, 
on  the  President's  taking  the  Chair  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  the  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  choosing  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

b.  Election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary. 

6.  Election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

7.  Election  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  the  colored  people  and 
freedmen  of  |he  Diocese. 

K  Calling  upon  each  Deputy  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their 
respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  for 
the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order : 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention 
vSpecial  Committees. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

V.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  <>t  the  last 
day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

VI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order, 
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VII.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address 
the  Chair. 

VIII.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

IX.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the-Convention  unless 
fie  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

X.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and, 
without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoiding 
personality. 

XL  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

XII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XIII.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into 
debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  recon- 
sider, which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  member  who 
voted  in  the  majority. 

XIV.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into„  out  of,  or  across  the 
Church.  * 

XV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Convention, 
unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a 
motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church  with 
himself. 

XVI.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  amend:  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have 
precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend ;  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equiva- 
lent to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions, 
the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 
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XVII.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn 
may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Convention, 

XVIII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any 
member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the 
Convention. 

XIX.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case 
where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XXI.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may, 
call  to  order;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall 
immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions 
of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance,  without  debate, 
by  the  President ;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such- decision 
to  the  Convention,  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXII.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to 
perform  the  duties  of  .the  Chair;  but  such  substitution  shall  not 
extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXIII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  Candidates  for  Orders, 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIV.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without 
.  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  (§)  of  the  members  present. 

XXV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Orde*  shall  be  read  at  the  open- 
ing of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by 
a  vote  of  the  Convention.

Convention.    [Passed  1859.] 

5.  Resolved,  That  all  Parishes  and  Churches  receiving  aid  from 
the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Caro- 
lina shall  each  contribute  five  (5)  dollars  annually  toward  defray- 
ing the  expenses  of  the  Convention  ;  that  all  Churches  and  Parishes 
in  the  cities  of  Charleston  and  Columbia,  not  receiving  aid  from  the 
said  society,  shall  each  pay  for  the  same  purpose  twenty  ($20) 
dollars  annually,  and  that  all  other  Churches  and  Parishes  in  this 
Diocese  shall  pay  annually  ten  ($1 0)  dollars  for  the  same  purpose ; 
and  that  the  Secretary,  in  issuing  his  summons  to  the  Parishes  or 
Churches,  shall  inform  them  of  this  resolution ;  and  that  at  each 
Annual  Convention  the  Treasurer  shall  apply  to  the  Deputies  of 
Church  for  their  respective  contributions.

6.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention, for  the  time  being,  to  furnish  the  ministers  of  the  several 
Parishes  or  Churches  with  blank  copies  of  the  usual  form  for  the 
reports ;  and  that  they  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required,  to  make 
annual  returns  conformable  to  the  same.    [Passed  1826.] 

7.  Whereas,  according  to  the  Consecration  setwice  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  "devout  and  holy  men,  as  well  under 
the  Law .  as  under  the  Gospel,  moved  either  by  the  express  com- 
mand of  God,  or  the  secret  inspiration  of  the  blessed  Spirit,  and 
acting  agreeably  to  their  own  reason  and  sense  of  the  natural 
decency  of  things,  have  erected  houses  for  the  public  worship  of 
God,  and  separated  them  from  all  unhallowed,  wordly,  and  common 
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uses,  in  order  to  fill  men's  minds  with  greater  reverence  for  his 
,  glorious  Majesty,  and  affect  their  hearts  with  more  devotion  and 
humility  in  his  service;"  and,  whereas,  the  delivering  of  orations, 
and  holding  elections  on  secular  or  political  subjects  and  occasions, 
and  the  usual  worldly  accompaniments  and  circumstances,  are 
thought  inconsistent  with  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  this  declara- 
tion of  the  Consecration  service,  and  have  been  found  to  give  pain 
to  many  members  of  our  communion,  and  generally  to  be  of  inju- 
rious tendency :  Therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Convention,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the 
Vestries  of  all  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, interdict  the  use  of  the  Churches  under  their  care  for  all 
vn hallowed,  worldly,  and  common  purposes.    [Passed  1828.] 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  custom  of  returning  thanks  for  sermons 
preached  before  this  body  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary,  and 
shall  not  in  future  be  observed.    [Passed  1829.] 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay,  at  or 
before  every  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the  quota  of  this  Dio- 
cese toward  defraying  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General 
Convention.    [Passed  1832.] 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  of  the 
Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  respective  Pastors  incurred 
by  their  attendance  on  the  Diocesan  Convention.    [Passed  1838.] 

1 1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Church,  who  are  proprietors  of  slaves,  individually  and 
collectively,  to  take  measures  for  the  support  of  clerical  mission- 
aries and  lay  catechists,  who  are  members  of  our  Church,  for  the 
religious  instruction  of  their  slaves.    [Passed  1838.] 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  urged  upon  the  Rectors  and  Vestries 
of  the  country  Parishes  to  exert  themselves  to  obtain  the  services 
of  such  clerical  missionaries  and  lay  catechists.    [Passed  1838.] 

1 3.  Resolved,  That  every  missionary  and  eatechist  be  approved 
of  by  the  Bishop.    [Passed  1838.] 

14.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  seve- 
ral Churches  in  this  Diocese  that,  in  the  appointment  of  Deputies 


to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select  persons,  who  are 
regular  communicants  of  the  Church,    [Passed  1841.] 

15.  Whereas,  the  practice  of  both  public  and  private  traveling 
on  the  Lord's  day  is  deemed  to  be  a  prevalent  evil  of  the  times ; 
And,  whereas,  Canon  18,  Title  I.  "of  the  due  celebration  of  Sun- 
days," prescribes  that  "all  persons  within  its  Church  shall  celebrate 
and  keep  the  Lord's  day,  commonly  called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the 
Word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in  private  and  public  prayer, 
in  other  exercises  of  devotion,  and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all 
godly  and  sober  conversation  :" 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  attention  of  the  members  of 
the  Church  in  thin  Diocese  be  solicited  to  the  above  Canon. 
[Passed  1844.] 

16.  Resolved,  That  hereafter,  in  voting  by  ballot,  the  Secretary 
shall  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  and  Churches  in  order,  and  the 
votes  be  brought  forward  and  deposited  with  the  tellers,  as  called 
for;  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the  tellers  begin  to  count 
the  votes.    [Passed  1847.    Amended  1851.] 

1 7.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  organist 
officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

18.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting  tor 
the  same  period.    [Passed  1856.] 

1 9.  Resolved,  That  in  the  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot  and  by  Orders. 

20.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect  and 
obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister. 

21.  Whereas,  it  is  customary  and  altogether  desirable  that  the 
Bishop,  as  the  father  in  God,  alike  of  his  Clergy  and  of  his  Laity, 
should  make  mention  in  his  Annual  Addresses  to  us  of  the  deaths 
of  our  brethren :  Therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  practice  of  introducing  also  on  the  floor  of 
this  House,  resolutions  respecting  the  same  afflictive  bereavements 
is  superfluous  and  unadvisable,  and  be  henceforth  discontinued. 

22.  Resolved,  1st.  That  the  Convention,  accepting  the  "Act  to 
Incorporate  with  uniform  rights,  poioers,  and  privileges,  Prot<  ■, 
taut  Episcopal  Congregations  in  /South  Carolina"  does  hereby 
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set  it  forth  to  be  conformed  to  by  the  congregations  m  this  Dio- 
cese, and  does  advise  that  those  not  yet  incorporated,  or  whose 
charters  have  expired,  do  avail  themselves- of  its  provisions. 

Idly.  That  the  sa\dform  be  published  with  the  Journal  of  each 
succeeding  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Sdly.  That  the  Secretary  publish  with  the  Journal  of  this  and 
of  each  succeeding  Convention,  so  long  as  may  be  necessary,  a  list 
of  the  congregations  whose  charters  have,  or  are  to  expire,  with 
the  dates  of  these  latter,  in  order  that  the  congregations  therein 
named  may  apply  for  incorporation  under  this  Act  a-  they  raav 
severally  desire. 
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AN  ACT 

(Passed  by  the  Legislature  of  8oat7i  Carolina,  in  December,  1 862;) 

TO  INCORPORATE  WITH   UNIFORM  RIGHT,  POWER,  AND  PRIVILEGE^, 
PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CONGREGATIONS  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, now  met  and  sitting  in  (reneral  Assembly,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  hereafter,  when  any  male  adults,  being 
not  less  than  twelve  in  number,  in  this  State,  shall  desire  to  asso- 
ciate themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Church 
according  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  they  shall  be  allowed  to  do  so  by 
filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  General 
Sessions  for  the  Districts  in  which  the  said  .applicants  reside,  a 
written  statement  of  such  purpose  and  intention,  signed  by  them, 
and  setting  forth  the  name  of  their  Church,  and  the  style  of  their 
corporation,  which  statement  shall  be  recorded  in  the  said  Clerk's 
office,  and  on  receiving  his  certificate  thereof  they  shall  become  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  and  style  designated  in  their  said  written 
statement. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  shall,  by  their  respective  cor- 
porate names,  have  succession  of  officers  and  members,  according 
to  their  respective  by-laws,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  all  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  not  repugnant 
to  the  laws  of  South  Carolina,  or  the  Constitution,  Canons,  and, 
other  regulations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  same ; 
to  have,  and  to  keep  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  alter 
at  will ;  to  sue  and  be*  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  Court 
of  this  State,  and  to  have  and  enjoy  every  right  incident  to 
incorporations. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  also  be  empowered,  severally,  to  retain,  pos- 
sess, and  enjoy  aH'mich  property,  real  or  personal,  as  they  may 
respectively  be  possessed  of,  or  in  any  wise  entitled  unto,  or  which 
shall  hereafter  be  given,  bequeathed,  or  in  any  way  acquired  by 
12 
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them,  and  to  sell,  alien,  and  in  any  way  transfer  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  Any  congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
already  incorporated  in  South  Carolina,  may,  on  the  expiration  of 
their  Charter,  or  at  any  time  before,  if  they  see  proper  to  surren- 
der their  charter,  become  a  body-politic  and  corporate  under  the 
provision  of  this  Act,  by  making  known  their  intention  to  do  so, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the.  same.
